Sean Feliciano was a student in his 
third year of college at the University 
of California, Santa Barbara. Born 
in Downey, he was the captain of his 
swim and water polo teams, an eagle 
scout and helped to start a new frater- 
nity at his college. 

In March of 2009, Feliciano com- 
mitted suicide. 

After Sean Feliciano’s death, his 
father, Bob Feliciano, decided to cre-

ate the Amazing Day Foundation 
in Sean’s memory. The foundation 
would bring awareness to the issues 
of depression and suicide among col- 
lege students. 

Approximately 1,100 college stu- 
dents die by suicide every year. It is 
the No. 2 killer among college stu- 


dents. However, for every suicide that 
has been successful, there have been 
100 to 200 attempts. 

As well as trying to make partner- 
ships with colleges across California, 
including Cal State Long Beach, the 
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Student interns for US 
House’s first Latina

One Cal State Long Beach student 


spent his hot summer days ‘interning - 


for Rep. Lucille Roybal-Allard, receiv- 
ing hands-on experience with the fed- 
eral government while serving Cali- 
fornia’s 34th district. 

Arturo Enrique Montoya, a 23-year- 
old political science major, began in- 
terning for Roybal-Allard, the first 
Latina elected to the U.S. House 
of Representatives, on May 24 and 
worked until Aug 16. 

Montoya. worked with constituents 
in downtown Los Angeles, East Los 


Angeles and nine other southeast cities 
of Los Angeles County. 

“Tt was a lot different than I expect- 
ed,” Montoya said. 3 

Anticipating long hours of answer- 
ing phone calls and ordering coffee, 
Montoya was thrown into the world 
of public service — only occasionally 
executing office tasks to give breaks to 
Roybal-Allard’s staff. 

“T would go into the field with field 
deputies and attend meetings, and to 
other celebratory meetings where -we 
would present organizations with cer- 
tificates,” Montoya said. “It made the 
time very interesting and made me see 
it isn’t all just office work.” 

Montoya was also present during 
the historic budget debates that pushed 
the U.S. to the brink of default, causing 
the federal government’s Standard and . 
Poor’s credit rating to fall from AAA 
to AA+. 
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Jessica Davis won prizes totaling $59,000 on “The Price is 
Right.” She is competed in her CSULB Hello Kitty shirt. 
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one-on-one interview and things went 
forward from there. 

Davis, on the other hand, entered 
“The Price is Right” unprepared. 

“Tt was all just pure luck,” she said. 
“It’s funny because, with the editing, 
it looked like my friends were the ones 
who showed me how to win the Flip 
Flop game, but sometimes I didn’t 
even feel like I was really there with 
500 students screaming!” 

When she saw the shoes in the 
showcase, she was speechless. 

“T really don’t know what to do 
with the shoes when I get them, but 
all of my girlfriends were in awe with 
how many shoes I won and instantly 
wanted to help me with a place to put 


them,” she said. 

Fritz exercised more physically and 
mentally to improve his shot at suc- 
cess on “Wipeout.” 

“That was the hardest part, figuring 


out the mental state to keep strong,” he _ 


said. “When my friends asked what I 
would do with the money, that would 
psyche me out and get me a little cra- 


zy. That’s when I talked with my dad, 


who was really frivolous at first. But 
he gave me the best advice by telling 
me to focus on the obstacles and do 
my best.” 

To celebrate, Fritz combined his 
21st birthday and the airing of the epi- 
sode into gne, sharing unforgettable 
moments with loved ones at a local 
restaurant. 

He plans to put aside most of the 
cash he earned for a house in the fu- 
ture.

“There is a disconnect between what 
the public sees and what actually hap- 
pens, but it’s not due to us having access 
to information that the public doesn’t,” 
Montoya said, referring to the fed- 
eral government’s most recent budget. 
“There was stuff that I learned that I 
could have easily learned on my own if 
I had taken the time and initiative to do 
a search. Everything we did is supposed 
to be accessible and is supposed to be 
viewed by the public.” 


Beyond legislation and debate, Mon- 
toya worked directly with constituents 
of the 34th district, which is historically 
democrat and has a large Latino popu- 
lation. He listened to their opinions and 
conducted research on their behalf. 

“When you go home at the end of the 
day knowing that you were able to help 
someone who called in need, it’s fulfill- 
ing,” Montoya said. 

But limited resources and budget 
problems have limited the amount of 
dispensable aid. 

“You can’t help everyone,” Montoya 
said. “It’s very sad when someone calls 
and we can’t do anything for them, not 
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because we chose not to, but because we 
weren’t able to.” 

A congressman visited a political 
science class of Montoya’s, last spring 
and told the students about summer in- 
ternships. Montoya took note and called 
his congresswoman to inquire about the 
internships. After turning in an appli- 
cation, he was given an interview, and 
subsequently offered the internship, 
which he accepted. 

Montoya hopes to work in govern- 
ment after earning a master’s degree; 
and believes his experience interning 
will help. His ultimate goal is to one day 
represent his community in Congress. 
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Amazing Day Foundation is holding its 
second annual walk called the Walk For 
Life in Downey on Sept. 10. 

“T can’t bring Sean back, but I think 
Sean would be happy if I could save the 
other 1,100 Seans,” Bob Feliciano said. 

The rate of suicides per year at 
CSULB is relatively low and consis- 
tently stays between zero and two ev- 
ery year. 

CSULB offers services to students 
with depression and thoughts of suicide 
through the counseling and psychologi- 
cal services department (CAPS) and 
the on-campus emergency assistance 
network (OCEAN), a program to help 
prevent student suicides. 

“Do whatever you can, not to be 
alone or isolated,” said Brad Compli- 
ment, director of counseling and psy- 
chological services. 


For Sean Feliciano and many others, 
the transition to college was a major 


change. 


In the spring of 2009, Sean signed 
himself into a hospital because the psy- 
chiatric drug he was taking, Effexor, 
was making him think about suicide. 

The doctors at the hospital thought 
that Sean was a psychiatric threat and 
confined him to the hospital for a cou- 
ple of days. When he was released, his 
doctor kept him on the same drug and 
doubled the dose. 

In March of 2009, Sean wrote a let- 
ter informing his school that he was re- 
signing immediately to take a year off 
and that he would like to come back to 
school in a year. 

A couple of hours later, one of his 
fraternity brothers knocked on _ his 
door for dinner but heard the shower 
and decided to check back later. A few 
hours later, Sean’s classmate returned 
and, hearing the shower still running, 
kicked down the door to find that Sean 
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had committed suicide, 

Friends blamed themselves for not 
being able to see something was wrong. 

“T feel like a bad friend,” said Andi 
Land, a close friend of Sean Feliciano’s. 
“How do I not know that he’s on anti- 
depressants? How do I not know that 
he’s having a hard time in Santa Bar- 
bara?” 

But family and friends felt more than 
just self-blame for Sean’s death; they 
felt grief as well. 

“My son’s death is probably the most 
horrible thing I’ve lived through,” Bob 
Feliciano said. “Twenty-five percent of 
me died with my son.” 

Bob Feliciano said he believes that 
love and not medicine is the answer to 
depression and suicide among college 
students. : 

“Students can live through the rig- 
ors of college and depression,” he said. 
“Parents and friends and family have 
to understand the best solution to the 
problem is love, hugs and kisses.” 
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DETROIT (MCT) — President 
Barack Obama hinted to a Labor Day 
crowd in Detroit some of what he’ll be 
saying Thursday in a major jobs ad- 
dress to a joint session of Congress. 

“We’ve got roads and bridges across 


‘ this country that need rebuilding,” 


he told a crowd of mostly unionists 
who had just marched in their annual 
parade. “We’ve. got more than 1 mil- 
lion unemployed construction workers 
ready to get dirty right now.” 

He also said he’s ready to ask Con- 


* gress to extend a payroll tax cut that is 


set to expire before the end of the year. 

“T still believe both parties can work 
together to solve our problems,” Obama 
said. “We’re going to see if congressio- 
nal Republicans will put country before 
party.” 

Obama’s words were what the union 
members said they wanted to hear. 

“We've got construction workers out 
of work, and we’ve got things that need 
to be done,” said Carol Ussery-Huckle- 
by, 54, of Southfield, Mich. “We’ve got 
to put them together.” : 

For. Al Calhoun of Pontiac, Mich., 
president of United Steelworkers Lo- 
cal 690L, there was just one concern: 
“Jobs, jobs and more jobs.” 

Barry McBride of Green Oak Town- 
ship, Mich., said he remains concerned 
that Obama works too hard to compro- 
mise with Republicans (who control the 
U.S. House) instead of “helping out the 
people that put him in office.” 

But McBride said he plans to vote for 
Obama again in 2012. “I support him, 
but he needs to support us,” he’said. 
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State Republicans responded to 
Obama’s speech with a strong counter 
punch. In a conference call with report- 
ers, Michigan Republican Party Chair- 
man Robert Schostak said, “Rank- 
and-file moms and dads are hurting 
big- time, simply because Obama’s 
policies aren’t working. The last stimu- 
lus plan was a colossal failure.” 

But Obama celebrated a portion of 
that stimulus plan — the $81 billion 
federal rescue of General Motors and 
Chrysler in 2009, and the fact that the 
auto industry gave rise to the middle 
class in Michigan and across the nation. 

“Our economy is stronger when 
workers are getting paid good wages 
and good benefits,’ he said. “Having 
a voice on the job and a chance to get 
organized and a chance to negotiate for 
a fair day’s pay ... is the right of every 
man and woman in America: not just 
the CEO in the corner office, but also 
the janitor who cleans that office.” 

The crowd, estimated at about 
12,000, filled the GM parking lot next 
to the Renaissance Center and repeat- 
edly chanted “Obama,” especially 
when Obama said he was prepared to 
stick up for organized labor. 

“After all that unions have done 
to build and protect the middle class, 
you’ve got people trying to claim that 
you’re responsible for the problems 
middle class folks are facing,” he said. 
“Tmagine that.”

College first to ask about sexual 


orientation on admission application 


CHICAGO (MCT) — Something 
new at 140-year-old Elmhurst College 
made senior Ally Vertigan very proud 
when she learned of it. 2 

A question on the undergraduate 
admission application for the 2012-13 
school year asks: “Would you consider 
yourself a member of the LGBT (les- 
bian, gay, bisexual, transgender) com- 
munity?” 

The college is believed to be the first 
in the nation to ask about sexual ori- 
entation on its admission application. 

The question is optional for poten- 
tial Elmhurst students filling out the 
application. But officials at the private 
college say their goal in asking it is to 
increase diversity and give them a bet- 
ter understanding of LGBT students. 
Diversity, according to the officials, 
is an important mission of the school, 
which is affiliated with the United 


Church of Christ. 

“I’m so proud of my college. I think 
this is a great step contextually, within 
the nation,” said Vertigan, who noted 
that she “identifies within the gay, 
lesbian, bisexual, transgender com- 
munity.” 

Gary Rold, dean of admissions, said 
the college will get a better handle on 
what LGBT students want from their 
college experience. He said students’ 
interests affect greatly what the college 
offers, including majors and extracur- 
ricular activities. - 5 

“Football players wouldn’t come 
here if we don’t have a football team,” 
he said. “This has greater emotional 
charge to it. But it’s in the same con- 
tinuum.” 

Rold said the college began think- 
ing about how to increase enrollment 
of LGBT students after they were ap- 


proached by the school’s chapter of 
Straights and Gays for Equality, which 
wanted to have a college recruitment 
fair. 

Shane Windmeyer, of Campus 
Pride, a non-profit national organiza- 
tion for student leaders and campus 
groups working to create safer college 
environments for LGBT students, said 
the college’s decision “sends a message 
of acceptance.” 

Elmhurst students questioned last 
week generally embraced the college’s 
decision to ask the question. 

“Tf it’s optional that’s all right,” said 
Lauren Grimm,-a sophomore.. “If it 
was mandatory, that would be ridicu- 
lous.”

CSU professor allegedly led drug ring 


SAN BERNARDINO (MCT) — A 
veteran professor at California State 
University, San Bernardino, who 
chaired academic committees, tweeted 
his concerns about child obesity and 
lived quietly in a well-trimmed neigh- 
borhood, stands accused of living a 
shadow. life of a heavily armed biker- 
gang drug dealer. : 

The San Bernardino County Sheriff 
on Thursday said Stephen J. Kinzey, a 
43-year-old kinesiology professor, al- 
legedly led a local chapter of the “Dev- 
ils Diciples Outlaw” motorcycle gang 
and a methamphetamine drug opera- 
tion that brought in tens of thousands 
of dollars in drug money. 

Authorities arrested nine suspected 
midlevel and street-level dealers in- 
volved in the drug ring shortly after 
raiding Kinzey’s home, where they 
allegedly found more than a pound of 


methamphetamine, rifles, handguns, 
body armor, and leather biker vests 
and other biker paraphernalia. 

Kinzey remains a fugitive and is 
considered armed and dangerous, of- 
ficials said. 

During Friday’s raid, detectives 
arrested Kinzey’s live-in girlfriend, 
Holly V. Robinson, 33, a 2005 Cal 
State San Bernardino graduate. She 
is accused of being Kinzey’s -“busi- 
ness partner” in the drug operation 
and faces methamphetamine distribu- 
tion charges, and has been released on 
bail. Police also found an undisclosed 
amount of cash at the couples’ house 
and said all the guns recovered were 
unregistered. 

“To have an associate professor who 
is a member of the Devils Diciples and 
allegedly dealing methamphetamine 
is quite alarming. I mean, it’s unusual 


to say the least,’ Sheriff Rod Hoops 
said at a news conference in San Ber- 
nardino. 

Lead Detective Jason Rosenbaum 
said the joint Sheriff-FBI investigation 
began with a drug bust in the San Ber- 
nardino area six months ago and led 
quickly to the professor. 

The drugs were sold through a net- 
work of dealers in the cities of San” 


_ Bernardino, Highland and Redlands 


and the community of Mentone. The 
investigation is “still ongoing” about 
the possible sale of drugs on the col- 
lege campus, Rosenbaum said. 

The president of Cal State San Ber- 
nardino pledged the university’s full 
cooperation.

Possible USPS shutdown means more than less presents on holidays 


It looks like students may have to live without 
their Christmas care packages this upcom- 
ing winter. And this isn’t because their mother 
doesn’t love them anymore, it’s because the 
United States Postal Service may soon be forced 
to shut down. : 

If Congress doesn’t step in to help make a $5.5 
billion dollar payment the US Postal Service owes 
this month, the agency will default and have to 
close down this winter. ; 

Postmaster General Patrick Donahoe is sup- 
posed to meet with Congress this week to ask for 
help in stabilizing finances. According to the New 
York Times, plans for cutting costs include elimi- 
nating Saturday mail delivery, closing 3,700 post 
offices and laying off over 120,000 employees. 

None of the previous details sound at all pretty, 
however I’m not surprised the US Postal Service 
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is forced to face these extreme measures. 

With the invention of email and text messag- 
ing, sending actual mail to actual mailboxes has 
become unnecessary. It’s not efficient to write 
out, stamp and drop our mail into a physical 
mailbox when we can instantly send messages 
through the Web. Not to mention it makes avoid- 
ing the annoying price of stamps 
possible. 

The US Postal Service is out 
of money because contracts 
with union employees have 
their wages taking up 80 percent of the agency’s. 
expenses, whereas competitors United Parcel 
Service and FedEx employees’ wages take up less 
than half of that. : 

The union that US Postal Service employees 
join also negotiated no layoff clauses, only mak- 
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ing the situation messier, When Donahoe goes to 
Congress, he will not only ask for more money, 
but he will also ask to lift the no layoff clause. 
Even if the US Postal Service does stay afloat 
after the massive layoffs and cutbacks it doesn’t 
mean their problems are over. The best of times 
for the US Postal Service are behind them and 
saving the agency now would 
only prolong the inevitable. 
Some may argue what a 
disgrace it would be to allow the 
historic Post Office, which was 


_ created by founding father Benjamin Franklin in 


1775 nearly a year before our country’s Declara- 
tion of Independence, to die. 

However, with the growing concern of our 
current national debt it will be hard for Donahoe 
to win the financial support the US Postal Service 
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needs to survive from Congress. 

The US Postal Service can look to other ave- 
nues to help cover their expenses. They can try to 
get the rights to delivering beer and wine, or even 
allow commercial advertising on their trucks. 

While these are riveting ideas at bringing in 
more revenue, they are still not the end to all of 
our answers. : 

Come wintertime I do hope the US Postal Ser- 
Vice is still around. I don’t want to see a vital part 
of our nation’s history just fade away, along with 
the thousands of jobs. (aie 

However, if this does happen I won’t be sur- 
prised. With the speedy progression of technol- 
ogy, the old will eventually replace the new. And 
I won’t miss the taste of envelope glue either.

The entire crowd was on its feet when legendary 
harpist James Cotton walked onstage tooting high- 
pitched notes on his harmonica while exuding the 
personal swagger of a legend. Cotton headlined 
the K Jazz Blues Bash on Saturday at the Carpenter 
Performing Arts Center with special guest Robby 
Krieger of The Doors. The night 
also featured talent from Lil’ Ed and 
the Blues Imperials, Ana Popovic, 
Shawn Pittman and a pre-concert 
performance on the Carpenter Cen- 
ter plaza by Sugaray. 

Lil?’ Ed & The Blues Imperi- 
als started out with Lil’ Ed asking 
the audience, “Are you ready to 
party?” The audience was left with 
no choice but to shout yes and en- 
joy the show. The group boogied 
through their set, singing songs of 
love and good times. This Chicago 
blues band performed with flair _ 
while also including a more person- 
al touch, like when Lil’ Ed shared 
his troubleshooting during his flight 
to Southern California for the show.

Krieger came on stage wearing a 
pair of pants that could have easily 
been tailored from a ’70s era cur- 
tain. But if you’re the guitarist from 


The Doors, it doesn’t really matter what you wear 
as long as you deliver. And Krieger delivered. 

Krieger’s time on stage, although short, defi- 
nitely enhanced Cotton’s already-fantastic set. 
The two played classic hits such as “Sweet Home 
Chicago” and “Got My Mojo Working.” The 
songs got the crowd up, dancing and singing 
along. When Krieger prepared to leave the stage, 
one excited fan ran onstage to give him a hug, and 
then she turned around and ran off as quickly as 
she came. Cotton continued to dazzle the audi- 
ence with his harmonica skills until the end of the 
night.
